“GAMBLING OLUBS.’ 


: Anotho instance of tle. pernicious in- 
fluence on Chinese scrvanteof the Gambling 
Clubs thot are multiplying ‘rapidly in the 
Colony ws afforded: by ‘a case which was 
tried at the Police Courtto-day. Lun A-I, 
office-boy, in the employ of Mr Frederich 
Nandin, mereliant, D’Aguilar Street, was 
charged, before Mr Wolohouse, with un- 
Tawfully and malioiowaly sotting fire to'n 
writing desk Uelonging to his master and 
stesling therefrom $40 in monoy. In the 


~ ‘course ofthe trial it was found that the box 


was nat sot fire to, but lisd been opened by 
another key and the $40 extracted. The 
following vis) Mr. Nnudin’s ‘ atatement 
of the -circumatances :—] am a merchant 
carrying on business at No. 4 D’ Aguilar 
Strect, Tho prisoner igin my employ as 
oftice-boy, .On-tho first Sunday in June at 
about 10am. I went to my office'os uaual. 
Tt was tho prisoner's buinces to attend to 
the offic’ and steep on the promises, On 
week days the offica ia aways open when 
L get -thote, but on Sundays it is notopened 
until Earive. On the Sunday in question, 
on going lo my office, 1 found the door Iock- 
ed, and tha prisoner war nowhere to’ ba, 


found. left and returned from time to 
time during the day, but tho prisoner did nut 
come back, On tho following day [ found 
the office still closed and the prisoner not 
thero, I thon procured a carpenter’ who 
opencd tie door. On going in, I saw.on tho 
fluor near to. my desk on lot of burned 
matches. I oponed the desk, of¢which | 
kept the key. It contincd, money and 
gold and silver watches. Apparently every- 
thing waaallright. The money, which was 
in bank notes, wasin.a, paper box, which 
was inaids tho desk, and asthe notes did not 
soo to have been touchol I did not count 
them. I next-looked ‘tnder the desk 
and noticed it waa very black, usif ithad been 
charred and afterwards oeaned. I locked 
up the desk again and wont at once ond re+ 
ported the matter to tho Police. A con- 
stable came down with mo and [ examined 
the placo again. 1. also made np my ac- 
counts and counted, the money in the"box, 
When I lft the office onthe Saturday pre- 
vious I nd SL7O0 in tho box; allin notes 
of various denomination. On counting 
them now I found thers were only $130. 
Underneath tho notes I found’a letter in the 
prisoner's hand-writing, which T handed to 
, the Polio, The lock of tho desk had not 
boen broken opan, becauss it happened that 
Thad lefta key in anothor desk which fitted 
the deak in which my money was. I only 
discovered that this kuy fitted the “lock 
afterwards, I do not think now that the 
watohes on tha ground had anything to do 
with the kaming of the desk, They would 
seem to lnve been used only as lights ; and 
the desk would appear tohave been burned 
on gome'othar occasion. There were no 
traces of any papor undsneath tho desk, 
The prisoner has been in my employ gince 
January and has given mo satisfaction du- 
ring thot time. 

The prisons stated that he ‘lost his 
wages on the Saturday in ‘gambling. 
He went back to the oflice and took 
out $30.in silver to. win back what he 
Wad lost. “He lost that sum teo, He then 
tried to borrow from his friends in order to 
return the money. He could not get any 
money intime. He then went back to the 
office and wrote a letter explaining what be 
had done and thon ran amy from the office. 

Mc F. Naudin (rocallod) nid I havo tut 
lost anything else. There was vothing to 
prevent the, prisoner from ‘taking all the 
things if he had chosen I had property 

, in the box to the value of $800, including 
money. 

\ The prisoner’ was sentenced to'six weeks’ 
hard labour, 


THE CESSION OF CYPRUS. 


The report from o not very truatworthy 

* source, that, among the many things arran- 
ged by Sir A. Dran:mond-Wolff in his ne- 
otjations with Turkey, the cession of 
lyprus to Great Britain finds a place, will, 
if trao, less displease than. astonish the 
British public. We lately commented on 
the atato of affuirs in tho island, as deg. 
cribed by a trustworthy correspondent; 
and the Fimes af Cyprus virtually con- 
firms our correspondent’s more important 
statements. The population is overtaxed, 
aseriousfamine was only averted by a lucky 
rainfall, the administration is too costly 
and the Turkish , tribute wilt ruin . the 
country.

This loss is one of those 
unfortunate ucamrences fux which, most as- 
suredly, no onoin this room cn in any way 
bo held responsible. It is one of those mis- 
fortuues which wo must beat in the best 
‘way that we cat\in the hope—I may say. 
Ya. tho confident hope—that itls one Which 
is cortainly not likely to cur aznin for 
many, yours tu come. I lind on looking 
bnek tu the revnd of the Conpany’s insu 
ance account forthe last 10 ynars previous 
to this accident; that the tolal losses suf- 
tered. by the ¢ompany would haye- been 
¢overed by a contribution of sper cent. 
on'tha inanrabls value—that is tomay, on 
the book ralue if the Compupy’s fleat, wind 
Ithink that all those who ate dequainted 
with mattors of thia kind jwill admit that 
itis a result of which ‘tha. Company have. 
every reason ty feel prond If our record 
during the next10 yeure shold be 10 less 
faviurable thantho e which hive precedad 
them, we shall lave great reawn to consra- 
tulate onrselveson being our own insurers, 
md on a. high xrecowd of mfo naviga- 
tion, -as high os any, £ may say, in tho 
civilised world. Now. gentlemen, thera is 
one circumstance which I- camot but: feel 
we ought to be pratitied with ix connection 
with this unhappy matter—that, although 
lhe captain, an officer, and saeral of the 
crow of this ghip perished, nots single pas- 
aenger'’s life wis. ‘lost—(Her, hear), I 
need hardly say that in tho wfety of our 
passengers wo lve not only auguotical but. 
the deepest possible interesi, und it is one 
of those matters upon which we are able, 
T. believe’ thoroughly, to congratulate the 
Company, that curing the long time it has} 
been in exiatency, wo have onjoyed singular 
intnunity in respect of tho loss of pas- 
sengers’ lives. I would a!so point out in 
eonnection with this question of the in. 
surance of our ships that during the 10 
years to which I havo referred we have 
had. no fewer than some,45 vessels 
navigating oll parts of the globe at the 
rate, on an avenge, of 2,000,000 mites an- 
nual'y, and I aaythat conaidering the ex- 
tent, the variely, and charuter of our 
norvico, the safey of our fleethas been on 
the whole very rmarkable,, Now, gantlo- 
men, this disaster, as you are aware, has to 
be inquired inte by a properly conatituted 
authority, and it is, thereforo, no part of 
my business to’ oudearour to anticipate in 
the slightest degree the judyment which 
ay be passed as to the cause of this occur- 
tence. But in these cases «ue generally 
finds one’s. frionds aro realy ta assume 
the moat anfasnurable jodymont ayainst 
tho Company and. their service long before 
an inguiry hasisken place. For my own 
att, f make ‘vary great allowance for the 
natural feelings of annoyance of those pas- 
sengers who'were subjected to grout. peril 
on board the Tamania, but Ido not think 
Ishould be dung wy duly to the Com- 
pany if 1 did not endeavour to set aside 
some of the statements which have been 
made regarding the officers of tho ship, and 
which I cannot but stigmatise.2a misrepre- 
sentations: affecting the chatcter of the 
service. One itatement which has been 
very freely mado. was that tho captain of 
the Tasmania wos not, at the time the shi; 
.was lost, navigating the vesso himself, an 
that ho was notin fall charge of the ship, 
either becauao he was so unwell as not to be 


one newspaper had it, was ‘3 eld and eo 
decrepit that heought to havo been put on 
the shelf’ Now, gentlemen, Captain Per- 
tins, who has let his life in this unhappy 
afuir, was’ 52.or 53 yearaolage., There 
are fow here, Timagine, whowould like to 
be “put on tho shelf’ when they had at. 
taned-ta- that-amountsof Lomevity. Not 
only was Oaptain Perrins in tho prime of life, 
vat at the time thia unfortunate accident 
occurred was onigating the vessel and had 
been up ‘the while night ev duing, while the 
ship was coming through the Straits of 
Bonifaccio, viz, daring the second officer's 
watch from’ midoight. Cniais Perrine 
was personally in charge through those 
Straits, and otly after clearing them, at 
something like.three o’clock. inthe inorning, 
he went to his cabin, and hid down the 
course to be steered after leaving tho 
Straits. -He went on to the bridge again 
and gave the course to the second afficer, 
iu which the latter cutircly concurred, 
Captain Perrins then said—' Now wo are 
free of all dangur I shall go below.’ Now, 
in half an hoor from that moment the vessel 
struck upon the ruck. I have said that it 
would nat be right or proper upon my partto 
endeavour fur one single moment to anti- 
cipate what the judgment of tle Oourt may 
be as to.tho ours which Captain Porring 
steered, or ‘as fo’ the mannorin which the 
‘vessel was navigited, bat I think it is due, 
not only to the memory of Ceptain Perrins 
but aleo to the Jompany, to show, -that ‘so 
far, there was, at all events no want of 
energy and ho dackness on: the part of the 
commander in looking after. the. : vessel 
under his chirge;’ and 1. must. .also 
add thie s—That during’ ‘tle. 20.- years 
that Captain “Perrins -“haj* held com- 
mind in your anvice the Directors have on 
no occasion had to find’ onésingle fault, 
however small, with tho manher-in‘which 
le carried out his duties as ax offiver aud a 
tailor, . The Tosmania shad dx. officers al- 
'together, and of those six thre were actu- 
ally provided with captain’s «rtificates, ao 
thut:thers were, therefore, four yeutlemen 
on board fally capable of coumandiog her 
recording to-'the law.. Now, gentlemen, 
another statement that has been made, and 
upon: whick:. I feot bound. to ‘make some ob- 
servations, is: that on ihe ‘oossion of. this 
wreck the native craw behaved very badly, 


and one-third Europoins. The Zasnania, I 
find, had’ jorrd acrew altogether of 6S 
Europeans and 99 Asiatics, and why ‘ala we 
adopt natives when ye fimt began’ to ron 
ships through. the Suez Canal instead’ of 
Burapeane? Because 1 tell you that wher 
our ships first began to-use the Susz Can 
we sont them to India sulaly mmnod by 
Europeans, but we were. obliged to drop 
this systom, owing to the continuance of 
misconduct on thespart of tha European san- 
men: and firemen. It was not an uncom- 
mon thing for ships conveying the mails to 
India to find thet before they reached thé 
end of their voyage to Bombay or Calcutta 
a considerable portion of the erew in gaol 
at tho different ports stopped «t, and we 
found that -the discipline, cleanliness, and 
order on board our ships, and tho quality 
‘of our service was rapidly -datoriorating. 
Jt woa for that reason, and for that reason 
alone, that. we were obliged to use Asiatics 
in latitudes in which they would be of more 
service than Europeans. Then, guntlemen, 
there is another statement mado with.regurd 
to this affair, and itis in refurones to the 
delicacy and weakness of these Indians who 
perished on buard the Tasmania, and who, 
as one writer puts it, ‘died like rotten 
sheop’ when they came into cold weather. 
Not a single lascar, not a single Indian 
sailor, was lost, except by drowning, and 
those who were ]-st-were Indian firemen, 
who are aceustomed to live in a'tempera. 
turo of 160 degrees, and who, being ¢: 
posed during the whole night ton: itter 
storm and wind, would naturally” suffer, aa 
many uf Wa would have dono under similar 
cirenmstances. But I may tell you aprapos 
of the physique and capacity that Indian 
seamen have of enduring cold, that under 
ordinary circumstances we have had during 
the last 10 .ears, on an average, sime- 
thing like €00-or 700 <Asiatics in the 
docks -in London, and.during the bitter 
winters wo have experienced Jatoly~-I say 
undoubtedly and unquegtionably that dur- 
ing these years there hna hardly'ever been 
a case of one of those seamen dying 
through the effects of cold, thinly clad 
as they appear to.us to be for the climate 
in which they live. It is a. most singular. 
fact,.which physiologis 6 can’ explain better 
than can, that they are able to carry such 
an amount of caloric to enable them to 
brave the elements of our climato with far 
greater hardhihood than we can ourselves. 
Now, gentlemon, I have alluded a a mat- 
ter of duty, and not because I wish, I can 
assure you, to dwell upon this painful sib- 
ject, to certain mistepresentations which 
have been made with reference to this 
affair, IT shall not, therefore, say any mors 
npon the subject ; Tam only sorry that the 
loss of the Tasmania is not the only mis- 
fortune which we have to complain of dur- 
ing tho last half year, for the Company are 
also under a. considerable Lisbility on 
account of the collision between the Nepaul 
and a Chinese vessel in the Yang-teo-Kiang. 
We ato, however, at the presont moment 
dis,uting this claiu in a High Court of 
Appeal, and E trust’ not without a prospeot 
of sitccess. - Thero is only one satisfac- 
tory.puint in connection with theso affairs, 
viz., that the Company has been onabled, 
at all times ant at every moment, to fulfil 
their public engagements, no matter what 
accident may -happen, or has happened in 
their service. [t is an absolute fact that 
the mail service hes not, for a single mo- 
ment, been interfered. with or stopped by 
reason of these mishyps ;:and Tain happy 
to say, in view of the prudent policy which 
has boon pursued by your~Bosrd for sume 
years past iu attending’ to-matters of Re- 
aerve, und which his been for sume time 
the evbject of ckiticism in this room—and 
the loss of the, Tasmania involves £100,000 
by itself-the-ductuation of the Company’s 
shares has been of a small and insigni- 
fieint amount. Well,- gentlemen, turn- 
ing’ to ‘the ‘other: portions of the ‘report, 
with which I shall deal very bricfy, I 
may state that we sre shortly about to ob- 
tain“Uelivery of tho vessels which we are 
now boilding—I allnde to tha Victoria, the 
Britaunia, tho Oceana, and the Arcadia.
